County to Inspect Tennis Team Beats 
Books of Squires j West Jersey 



Irvin Will Check up on 
County Commitments 



William C. Irvin, Controller of 
Montgomery County, is planning to 
have the staff of his office audit 
the books and accounts of the Jus- 
tices of the Peace and committing 
Magistrates, as well as those of all 
Burgesses of Motgomery. County, 
with reference to the payment of 
the County and State of all fines, 
etc., which may be due by these dis- 
trict officials, arising from the dis- 
position of various cases. 

County Controller Irvin states 
that it has become evident from an 
examination of the County records 
that either a large number of these 
officials have had no business before 
them for some time past, or they 
have not complied with the duties of 
their office in making proper returns 
to the County official. 

It would appear that many of 
these Justices, Magistrates and even 
Burgesses have apparently become 
delinquent in the submittal of their 
reports, and while prompt in their 
disposal of an offender arraigned 
before them, and naturally insistent 
that the violator of the law comply 
peremptorily with the penalty im- 
posed, have themselves been lax in 
their bookkeeping to state the least. 
As a result of this condition 
which Controller Irvin intends to 
remedy if within his power to do 
so, he is arranging his plans so a| 
to be able to send out his staff, dur- 
ing the coming dull period at the 
courthouse this summer, for an 
audit of the dockets, of all the 
officials in Montgomery County, ir- 
respective of the fact that returns 
have been received from them or 
not. 

It will be the first time in the 
history of Montgomery County that 
this work has been clone as com- 
pletely as will be carried out this 
year. 

That Couuty Controller Irvin is 
becominga real "watch-dog" in the 
affairs of" Montgomery County is 
shown by his work along other lines 
as well. With the aid of William J. 
Wahl, Chief Inspector for the De- 
partment of Justice at Harrisburg, 
Controller Irvin has been investigat- 
ing the financial standing of a num- 
ber of free patients at the State 
Hospital for the Insane, located at 
this place. 

The result of the investigations in 
a number of cases has been that the 
county and State have received 
thousands of dollars towards the 
payment for the maintenance of 
these insane patients, who have es- 
tates which would well afford the 
payment for their treatment. In one 
case $3000 was received. 

Controller Irvin has also opposed 
the paying of large sums of the 
County money for the building and 
upkeep of a large, hospital for the 
treatment of the tubercular patients 
who would apply for County aid. 
Controller Irvin is not opposed to 
a hospital for the treatment of the 
tubercular patients who would re- 
ceive County aid, but he opposes the 
erection of a large hospital with its 
great cost at the very outset, and 
until the number of patients who 
wbuld take advantage of institu- 
tional treatment has been ascer- 
tained. 

H. Wilson Stahlnecker, Secretary 
of the Board of Poor Directors for 
a number of years, states that in his 
entire period of service not more 
than twenty-five applications for 
County financial aid has been re- 
ceived from tubercular patients, and 
not a single one of that number 
have requested removal to a public 
institution for their treatment. 

Incidently the County Commis- 
sioners have allotted the sum of 
$10,000 to the Board of Poor Direc- 
tors for the care of tubercular pa- 
tients seeking County aid this year. 
This amount is considered more 
than will be necessary this year for 
the County work among its tuber- 
cular patients.

Commissioners Agree on Structure at 
Intercounty Conference. 

Adjusting all differences between 
the counties of Montgomery and 
Philadelphia, the conference held 
Friday between County Commis- 
sioners Stout, Crawford and Keelor 
and the city officials adjourned with 
all the executives pledging early ac 
tion for a bank to bank bridge at 
West Manayunk. 

As a result of the amicable ad- 
justment of the differences, en- 
gineers will be appointed by both 
counties to immediately prepare 
plans for the new bridge. 

President Stout, of the Montgom- 
ery commissioners, stated this week 
that the bridge plans would probably 
be submitted to the Grand Jury in 
September for approvel and that ac- 
tion by that month would also be ob- 
tained in Philadelphia. 

There is still one important de- 
tail to be solved in connection with 
the proposed bridge, but Philadel- 
phia does not figure in it. This is 
the proposed elimination of a grade 
crossing in Lower Merion and a 
change, in the road, greatly improv- 
ing the approach on the Montgom- 
ery county side of the bridge. 

To eliminate the grade crossings 
it will be necessary to construct an 
arch under the railroad. A move- 
ment has been launched in an effort 
to have the railroad agree to pay 50 
per cent, of the cost of the arch and 
to have the county pay the other 50 
per cent, as well as pay for the 
change in the roadway. 



PLAN FOR 50-FOOT 

HIGHWAY IS KILLED 

State Decides for 40-Foot Roadway 
After Receiving Protests. 

Revised plans of the State High- 
way Department, which provide for 
the reconstruction of the Lincoln 
highway from Rosemont to the city 
line to a width of 40 feet instead 
of 50 feet, were received at the 
Courthouse in Norristown Satur- 
day. The new plans were made after 
a trip last week by Montgomery 
county Commissioners Stout, Keelor 
and Crawford and Controller Irvin 
to Harrisburg to protest the original 
widening plan. 

Accompanying the new plans 
from Harrisburg was a letter stat- 
ing the protests from the county of- 
ficials had been thoroughly probed 
and had been proven to be well- 
founded. The State Highway De- 
partment, as a consequence, the let- 
ter continued had decided not to in- 
sist on the widening of the Lincoln 
Highway five feet on each side be- 
yond the concrete road, but to re- 
quire the county to construct curb- 
ing on both sides of the 40-foot 
highway. 

Commission President Stout esti 
mated the cost to the county under 
the new plans would not aggregate 
more than $25,000. Mr. Crawford 
and Mr. Keelor also stated that this 
amount would likely be all the 
county would have to expend on 
the curbing. 

All three county officials were 
jubilant when they received the tid- 
ings from the State Highway De- 
partment. 

This change in the State's plans 
on Lincoln highway will save the 
taxpayers of Montgomery county 
from $100,000 to $500,000," de- 
clared Mr. Stout. 

"Yes." added Mr. Crawford, "if 
we had been forced to go ahead and 
pay the damages for widening this 
road as originally planned the prop- 
erty damages would have been enor- 
mous. Under the new plan, there 
will be no destruction of beautiful 
shade trees, sidewalks and lawns." 

Mr. Keelor stated the commis- 
sioners having saved the 1925 road 
budget from being shattered would 
now rush their plans for improving 
many important traffic links aided 
by boroughs and townships. 



DR. H. Y. MESSEC 

Dr. H. Y. Messec, of 300 Essex 
avenue, died suddenly Wednesday 
evening from heart disease. Death 
overtook him while he was driving 
on Windsor avenue. He was 52 
years of age. 

Dr. Messec, accompanied by His 
cousin, Miss Edith Moyer, and her 
friend, Miss Grave Kiner, was 
driving about the borough in the 
early evening. At the corner of 
Essex and Windsor avenues he 
suddenly lost control of the ma- 
chine, which swung to the side of 
the road. Dr. E. C. Town and Dr. 
Romaine C. Hoffman, both of 
whom live nearby, were summoned 
and stated that he had died in- 
stantly of heart failure. 

Dr. Messec was the head of the 
International Medical Office at 129 
North Eighth street, Philadelphia. 
He had been a resident of Nar- 
berth for a number of years. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was at the shore at the time of his 
death and by four children, Harry, 
14; Wilbert, 12; Cora, 11 ; and'Jack, 
ten. The eldest son graduated from 
the Narberth Junior High School 
last week.

TRAFFIC CONTROLS 

Many Suburban Lights are a Product 
of a Narberth Shop. 
When the light hanging in 
front of you on Lancaster Pike 
suddenly flashes through yellow 
to red you stop. It were best to 
obey, for a policeman is probably 
on guard somewhere in the back- 
ground. 

While waiting for the green 
signal, it might be well, if you are 
given to such things, to glow a 
bit with local pride. For these 
lights were made in Narberth, as 
were also many others in Lower 
Merion, Upper Darby and Hav- 
erford townships. 

John A. Miller, popular tin 
roofer, constable and baseball fan, 
is the designer and manufacturer 
of the lights. On the second floor 
of his shop on Haverford avenue 
is an assortment of metal-working 
machinery by means of which the 
lights are turned out. 

In addition to having made 
large numbers of these lights for 
different parts of these suburbs, 
Mr. Miller is now submitting 
drawings and estimates for the 
projected light system on the 
White Horse Pike. 

"Why don't you install special 
machinery, instead of making 
them up by hand?" he was asked. 

"Because every light is differ- 
ent," was the reply. "We must 
make a drawing of the exact angle 
of intersection of the streets and 
design the signal accordingly. 
They are made with three, four, 
or even six faces, depending on 
the number of intersecting streets. 
The angle of the faces is deter- 
mined after the needs of that par- 
ticular corner are studied." 

The largest and most compli- 
cated signal turned out was the 
24 lens light at Llanerch. "We 
nearly had to tear down the door- 
way of the shop to get that one 
out," a workman upstairs com- 
mented. 

One imagines that such lights 
are shipped from a distant city. It 
is interesting to realize that they 
are a product of Narberth crafts- 
manship.

Uuder the direction of Street 
Commissioner George B. Suplee 
a number of improvements are 
being made to Woodside avenue, 
from Maple to Wynnewood. 

The principal part of the work 
is the installation of a large storm 
sewer of 24 and 36-inch pipe. This 
sewer runs from Maple avenue 
to Inlian Creek, which runs 
through the field below Wynne- 
wood avenue. In times of heavy 
hains, this section has often been 
flooded from lawn to lawn, and 
has been a mecca for children in 
bathing suits. 

Another step in the abolition 
of the unwanted swiming pool is 
the installation of four city inlets. 
Two will be at the corner of Ma- 
ple and Woodside and the other 
two on Woodside near Wynne- 
wood. 

On the completion of the pipe 
laying, the level of the street will be 
raised in places to remove the dip 
in the lower end, and the street will 
be paved from curb to curb, giving 
a smooth, broad thoroughfare. 

The job will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $2500. The funds for the 
work were provided in the budget 
for the year as passed in January. 
The job is only one of several ope- 
rations to be undertaken as the need 
grows and funds are available. 

The most important of the com- 
ing improvements is that of Wynne- 
wood avenue from Windsor to the 
railroad tunnel. This street for 
years has been in bad shape, due to 
the failure of the foundations under 
the effects of several springs there- 
abouts. « Two years ago, however, 
a new foundation was laid, which, 
it is hoped, will hold. The surface 
at present is about as bad as it has 
ever been and the car which passes 
over it does so at considerable dis- 
comfort to the passengers. 

Plans have been completed for 
the widening of the roadway 15 
feet along the playground. This 
will not only increase the value of 
the highway for traffic purposes, 
but will permit of enough room for 
cars to maneuver in connection with 
events on the playground field. 

Work on this needed improve- 
ment will be begun after the bor- 
ough force is relieved from the 
Woodside avenue job.

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FERTILIZERS FOR 

THEJHOME GARDEN

Plant foods or the elements that 
make plants grow are just as es- 
sential in the home garden as seeds. 
Nature has been very kind in that 
she has supplied the most of these 
elements in abundance in our soils, 
but there are a few of them which 
have not been supplied in sufficient 
quantities to produce good crops. 
These are mainly nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid, potash and lime. It 
is nitrogen that gives the plants their 
vigorous growth and healthy green 
color. Phosphorus aids the growth 
and especially helps in the forma- 
tion of the seeds. Without potash 
all garden crops would be a failure, 
but some crops, such as potatoes, 
beets, carrots, radishes, etc., require 
more potash than others. 

Garden soils may be acid or alka- 
line, that is, they may be sour or 
they may be sweet, the United States 
Department of Agriculture explains. 
A few or our garden crops may be 
grown on a sour soil, but these are 
very few indeed and most of them 
must be planted on a' sweet alka- 
line soil. Lime will sweeten an acid 
or sour soil, the amount of -lime re- 
quired depending upon the sourness 
or acidity of the soil. For example, 
it is found that recently drained 
swamp soils sometimes need 20 or 
25 tons of lime to the acre to sweet- 
en them. This, of course, would 
be impracticable and an easier and 
cheaper method must be followed. 
The most practical method is to first 
thoroughly drain the sour soil, then 
turn it up to the air, and allow it to 
sweeten through natural processes. 
Even then it will usually be neces- 
sary to add some lime or other 
material containing lime, such as 
wood ashes, to help along with the 
natural process. 

Most of our garden lands need 
nitrogen, phosphoric avid or potash. 
These can be supplied in the form 
of a mixed fertilizer containing 
about 4 or 5 per cent, nitrogen. 8 or 
10 per cent, phosphoric acid and 4 
to 6 per cent, potash. Truck gar- 
deners usually figure on about one 
ton of this fertilizer to the acre each 
year. This would mean about 200 
pounds on a tenth acre plot of 
ground or 100 pounds on the aver- 
age backyard garden, which, as a 
rule, is about 30 or 40 feet wide and 
60 or 70 feet in length. The ferti- 
lizer is best applied just after the 
ground has been spaded and well 
raked or forked into the top four 
inches of soil. If lime is used, it 
should be put on either several days 
after the fertilizer or a week or so 
before the fertilizer is applied and 
never at the same time ss the ferti- 
liser. Weeds chopped fine, strawy 
manure, or, in fact, any manure that 
does not contain oil from the streets, 
will help enrich the garden and give 
the soil new life, but with the 
present scarcity of manure, home 
gardeners are practically compelled 
to depend upon commercial ferti- 
lizers for adding plant food to their 
garden soils. A good plan is for 
several gardeners in a neighborhood 
to pool their order for fertilizer, buy 
it in considerable quantities, and 
then divide according to the needs 
of each. 

Many gardeners prefer to broad- 
cast about one-half of the fertilizer 
before planting the crops, then use 
the remainder for scattering along 
the rows during the growing period 
of the crops. This means a little 
more work but gives the best results. 
Crops must be fed just the same as 
animals. 



"SAM HILL" CAME FROM EDEN 

Use of Mystic "Cuss Word" Also 
Traced to Puritans. 

In a letter to the New York 
Times, Frank J. Wilstach, who has 
been collecting American and other 
similes for 2b years or more for a 
dictionary of similes, says that the 
use of the mystic name "Sam Hill" 
may not improbably be traced to 
New England, the Puritans having 
a stinging aversion to the use of hell 
and devil in their conversation.

In the same way and 
for like purposes was invented 
"Judas Priest," "Holy Smoke" and 
"Great Scott" (the latter, it ap- 
pears, had a rea-1 identity) as satis- 
fying substitutes for recognized and 
repugnant profanity. 

The name of the snake that tempt- 
ed Eve and brought on our various 
difficulties was Samael — a particu- 
larly vicious demon, whose language 
we may well imagine when given 
free vent, and when in the particular 
business of tempting an unsuspect- 
ing lady, in the guise of a snake, 
was highly decorative. It is not 
then beyond reason that the saying, 
"Swear (or even fightt) like Sam- 
ael," was a Garden of Eden prov- 
erb. In later time Samael was, of 
course, corrupted and became in the 
mouths of the unbiblical, Sam Hill, 
says Mr. Wilstach.

HIGH PRICE REAL ESTATE 

H. J. Rittenhouse Buys Big Tract of 
Land in Ardmore. 

One of the biggest deals in years 
in Main Line real estate was con- 
summated last week when the lot on 
Lancaster avenue, Ardmore, owned 
by Lower Merion Township, was 
sold to Harry J. Rittenhouse, of 
Rittenhouse Bros.' The price paid 
for the property was $352,000. The 
lot has a frontage of 270 feet on 
Lancaster avenue, running back to 
Athens avenue, a depth of 1000 feet. 
The average width is 200 feet. 

It is the intention of the pur- 
chaser to create a $2,000,000 busi- 
ness section on the tract. The corner 
stores on Lancaster avenue will have 
a two-corner store effect, giving a 
wide view >nd lessening the danger 
of automobile accidents. All store 
properties will have 30-foot front- 
age. 

On Athens avenue there will be 
housekeeping apartments, facing 
Walton avenue, and modern air- 
light twin houses on 40-foot lots 
will be built on the new street to be 
opened north from Athens avenue. 

Mr. Rittenhouse's plans contem- 
plate the opening of a model busi- 
ness street, 64 feet wide from curb 
to curb, with parking space for 
about 250 cars. This innovation 
will be the first of its kind in the 
East.

Women Voters Find Both Citizens 
and Assessors Lack Interest. 

Laws and customs pertaining to 
registry assessors and registration 
of persons entitled to vote were the 
main topics of discussion at the 
monthly meeting in Philadelphia of 
the township and borough chairmen 
of the Montgomery County League 
of Women Voters. 

A committee that had conferred 
with the county commissioners in 
an effort to learn the causes of the 
large number of mistakes in voting 
lists declared they had come to the 
conclusion that indifference all 
along the line was largely respon- 
sible for defects in the operation of 
the registration system. Large num- 
bers of citizens do not take the; 
trouble to make sure their names 
are on assessors' lists and many as- 
sessors lack interest in their work. 

Reports from local league chair- 
men who have recently been investi- 
gating in regard to the election of 
assessors and their work reported 
the existence of such different cus-' 
toms in different localities that it : 
was decided the county league 
would secure a trained investigator 
to collect and compile data on the 
subjects. Whereas reports frorn 
some districts showed that the work 
was well done, from other places 
came statements that registration 
was far from accurate and com- 
plete. It was reported that in one 
large and important voting district 
a reliable group of men made a 
careful survey last year which re-, 
vealed a discrepancy of about 25 
per cent, between the poll lists and 
the number of persons the investi- 
gators discovered. 

Further facts were presented 
which' indicated that some of the 
districts had become too large to be 
thoroughly covered by one assessor 
and for which the time allowed for 
filing reports and the compensation 
were both inadequate.

De Ruyter said:

I confess, if I had 
not been a sailor from chance, I should 
have been a gardener from choice. But 
we have no voice in these matters, com- 
pelled like the beetle and the bat, 
blindly on, in the earth, or in the air."

Late June and delphiniums 
blooming, six feet tall and light and 
dark blues and purples, some with 
white centres and some with black 
or brown centres— all beautiful and 
when the spikes are cut we can look 
forward to at least one more bloom- 
ing later in the summer. 

The Japanese irises are in bloom 
now and as named varieties are a bit 
of a jumble owing to newer and 
better van'ties being offered it is 
advisable to select your favorites 
at the nursery to be moved in Sep- 
tember. 

Those dahlias that are growing 
nicely and have made five or more 
pairs of leaves on the main stem 
will be very much better plants if 
the top of the plant is cut out and 
only two or three pairs of leaves 
allowed to remain, from these inter- 
sections you will get the stems that 
start to bloom in August. Your 
plants will be stockier, stronger, and 
only a few clays later in blooming 
and your flowers will be on stronger 
and better stems. 

From now on the dahlias can 
stand lots of water, either from the 
heavens or the hose, as can every- 
thing else in the garden that is ex- 
pected to bloom in late summer or 
fall. 

There are just two ways of keep- 
ing the soil in proper condition 
when the rainfall is below normal, 
abnormally dry. The first plan is 
to keep the surface constantly culti- 
vated and in doing so making a dust 
mulch. The other plan is to cover 
the soil with a mulching material 
and preserving the moisture that is 
in the soil. 

In the vegetable garden it is pos- 
sible, and likely more economical, to 
keep up the constant cultivation and 
conserve moisture by keeping fine 
loose soil on the surface, but in the 
flower beds and borders it seems a 
more practical proposition to cover 
the soil with a mulching material 
and improve the appearance of the 
bed and at the same time shade the 
soil, conserving moisture, and make 
the weeds much easier to remove. 

As a mulching material it would 
be hard to find anything more satis- 
factory than granulated peat moss. 
This material is absolutely clean, 
will hold many times its own bulk 
in moisture and when it is mixed 
with the soil it becomes real humus. 
Peat moss is inexpensive, clean and 
convenient to handle and makes an 
ideal mulch for rhododendrons, 
laurel and azaleas. Mulch your 
garden and save it from drought 
and at the same time improve the 
soil. 

Order tulips and narcissi right 
now for fall planting. 

Any time is a good time to plan 
a rock garden, but September is the 
better time to plant it. Plan it in 
full sun. 



Brunswick and adjacent territory. 
A few townships, however, lying 
north of Brick on the coast are as 
yet uninfested and have not been 
included in the regulated area. 

"In Pennsylvania, the regulated 
area has been extended to include a 
border zone approximately one ad- 
ditional township in width beyond 
the quarantine line of 1924. 

"In Delaware, the city of Wil- 
mington and the townships of 
Christiana and New Castle have 
been brought into the regulated 
area. 

"The restrictions on the move- 
ment of farm products (Regulation 
4) have been materially revised both 
as to direct shipments from point 
of production and as to shipments 
from Philadelphia and other mar- 
kets within the reguLted articles 
has also been considerably reduced 
and is now limited to such articles 
and types of products as have been 
determined as most likely to carry 
beetles during the active adult 
stage of the insect. One new 
feature has been added to the regu- 
lation, namely, the provision that 
the interstate movement of any 
farm products from freight yards, 
docks or markets in the regulated 
area, irrespective of origin, is pro- 
hibited to points outside such area 
during periods when large numbers 
of beetles are on the wing and the 
movement of such articles is deter- 
mined by the inspector of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
to be fraught with exceptional or 
unusual risk of the spread of the 
Japanese beetle. It is expected that 
similar restrictions will be placed 
under State quarantines to control 
interstate movements during such 
swarming or migrato-y flights.

Some of the more important 
regulations follow: 

Control of movement within the 
regulated area — No restrictions are 
placed on the interstate movement 
of farm products within the. regu- 
lated area, except that any such 
movement, when determined by the 
inspector of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture to be 
fraught with exceptional or unusual 
risk of the spread of the Japanese 
beetle, shall be subject to such con- 
trol measures as may be necessary 
to prevent such risk. 

As a condition of certification by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture of farm products for 
interstate shipment from the regu- 
lated area in any State, shall be 
subject to such control by State 
regulations and restrictions as will, 
to the satisfaction of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, prevent excep- 
tional or unusual risk of the spread 
of the Japanese beetle.

RULES FOR BEETLE FIGHT 

Spread of Pest Causes Revision of 
1924 Regulations. 

New instructions have been 
issued regarding the Japanese beetle 
regulations. The report of the 
officials and the new regulations, in 
part, are as follows: 

"On account of the further spread 
of the Japanese beetle it has again 
become necessary to revise the regu- 
lations under the Japanese beetle 
quarantine (No. 48), but no revi- 
sion is made of the quarantine. 

"The changes in the regulations 
are limited to Regulation 2, desig- 
nating the enlargement of the regu- 
lated area in the States of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Delaware, 
and to Regulation 4, indicating the 
restrictions on the movement of 
farm products. No changes are 
made in the regulations governing 
the movement of nursery and orna- 
mental stock or of sand, soil, earth, 
peat, compost and manure. 

"In New Jersey, owing to the gen- 
eral spread of the insect through- 
out Cumberland and Cape May 
counties, the whole of the southern 
part of this State is now brought 
under quarantine. -In the northern 
part of this State the quarantine 
line has been extended to the Rari- 
tan River, including the city of New
